During  the  year,  the  welfare  centres  for  infants 
were  held  tvi/ice  monthly  in  two  centres  at  V/atton  and  Attleborough,  welfare  foods 
being  sold  from  these  centres. 


Immunisation  against  an  increasing  number  of  diseases 
continues  to  form  a  large  part  of  the  vjork  of  a  Public  Health  Department,  and  at 
present  this  is  largely  concernedi  with  producing  immunity  against  Poliomyelitis, 
Diphtheria,  ‘'Thooping  Cough,  Tetanus,  Tuberculosis  and  knallpox.  Different  tables 
are  included  in  this  report  shov;ing  the  number  of  imiauni  sat  ions  carried  out.

From  9th  November  to  2nd  December,  196A|-,  the  NorvYich 
Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  the  Uayland  Rural  District,  wuth  the  exception  of 
Attleborough  and  Besthorpe.  It  offered  the  opportunity  to  the  public,  with  choice 
of  many  sites,  in  all  parts  of  the  area,  so  that  it  was  quite  easy  for  people 
to  attend  either  from  their  homes  or  places  ot  work.  Times  and  places  were 
extensively  advertised,  leaflets  and  posters  were  distributed.  Voluntary 
organisations  visited  everp^  house  to  encourage  people  to  attend.  The  total  X-rayed 
v;as  2078  (IO65  males  and  1013  females)  of  Yjhich  41,72/^^  (46O  males  and  507  females) 
were  X-rayed  for  the  first  time.  One  case  of  Pulmonaiy  Tuberculosis  requiring 
observation  v^as  found  and  referred  to  the  Chest  Clinic.

1964,  during  7!?hich  3003  inspection  visits  vere  made  for  all  pur^joses. 

Since  1955  tbe  preamble  to  my  report  has  been  devoted  mainly 
to  a  dreary,  sau,  story  of  the  domination  of  the  Public  Health  scene  by  an 
overvvheluiing  meat  inspection  burden  and  it  is  regrettable  that  at  the  end  of 
1964,  tbe  problem  has  increased  despite  every  effort  by  the  Council  and  n-e  are 
not  one  step  nearer  the  goal  of  100,.  inspection. 

Whilst  a  full  inspection  service  w.-as  maintained  at  four  of  the 
five  slaughterhouses  in  the  District,  inspection  achievement  at  the  remaining 
(largest)  establishment  vjas  only  53/-  over  the  year. 

The  situation  is  still  that  the  inspectorate  cannot  posribly 
cover  the  hours  of  slaughter  neither  can  the  Council  assess  their  staff  requirement, 
even  from  day  to  day,  unless  and  until  slaughtering  ope:.ations  are  controlled 
Y^ithin  reasonable  hours.  The  only  alternative  to  control  Y/ould  be  the 
appointment  of  double  staffs  to  ensure  availability  of  inspectors  v/henever 
required  by  the  trade. 


It  is  incredible,  in  the  light  of  experience  in  recent  years,  and 
the  obvious  fact  that  the  problem  ^^Yill  become  even  ..ore  acute  as  time  passes, 
L-hat  the  logical,  simple,  remedial  measure  has  not  been  apdied. 


Meetino-s,  discussions  and  reports  in  connection  vdth  the  meat 
inspection  problem  and  the  advent  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and  RailY/ry  ^remises 
Act  1963,  (a  very  comprehensive  and  complex  piece  of  legislation,  necessitating 
an  immense  amount  of  administrative  and  inspectorial  Vi/ork)  have  prevented  the 
existing  staff  from  making  substantial  progress  on  slum  clearance  surveys  . 
and  routine  inspections  of  premises  under  the  Pood  Hygiene  Pogulat ions,  tvjo 
important  duties  to  vjhich  it  vvas  anticipated  special  attention  could  have  been 
directed  during  the  year,  ^ 


On  the  credit  side  hov/ver  there  is  much  progress  to  report  in 
the  field  of  sev^erage  of  the  District,  the  Attleborough  scheme  having 
advanced  to  the  stage  of  preparation  of  contract  documents,  a  scheme  for  the 
parish  of  East  Harling  on  the  dra^Ying  board  and  preliminary  field.  Vvork  in  hand 
in  the  parish  of  KeY/  Euckenham. 


In  addition,  extensions  to  disposal  plants  at  Watton  and  Great 
Ellingham  vjere  vjell  advanced  in  the  design  stage. 

These  proposals,  together,  are  likely  to  entail  capital  expenditure 
in  the  region  of  £500,000. 

One  inevitable  result  of  such  progress  and  expansion  is  to  raise 
the  question  of  adequacy  of  establishment  of  qualified  staff  which  has  not 
changed  for  nearly  twenty  years. 
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The  folloY/ing  itemised  report  deals  with  other  matters 
v/ithin  the  purview  of  the  Department;

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  for  eight  months  of  the  year  no 
action  was  necessaiT  under  this  heading. 

In  connection  with  the  two  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified, 
appropriate  advice  v/as  given  to  all  contacts. 

In  July,  Salmonella  Braiidenburgh  v/as  isolated  in  me-.t  products 
at  a  London  processing  factory  which  obtains  some  of  its  ravj  meat  from  a 
slaught erhou  se  i n  t  hi s  Di st ri ct . 

i  The  directors,  meat  inspectors  and  fifty -three  employees  of  the 
slaughterhouse  v^ere  tested  and  all  were  found  to  be  negative,  with  the 
exception  of  one  director,  who  vjas  positive  to  balmonella  ..uiatum  v/hich  was 
cl%red  up  by  his  family  doctor. 

In  September;  arising  from  a  case  of  Typhoid  Fever  at  the 
“Ponies  of  the  Britain”,  shov;  at  Peterborough,  all  local  contacts  who  had 
used  the  competitors  areas  at  the  show,  were  traced  and  advised  as  to  procedure 
for  prevention  of  spread  of  infection. 

Also  in  September,  investigation  of  five  suspected  cases  of 
food ''poisoning,  all  in  one  family,  failed  to  produce  conclusive  results  for  the 
reason  that  the  sufferers,  who  had  been  on  holiday  at  G-t .  Yarmouth,  could  not 
recall  with  any  cert  ainty  where  the^^  had  taken  food  at  the  time  of  infection. 

In  December,  in  coruiection  with  a  research  survey,  one  case  of 
infective  encephalitis,  (at  East  Harling)  was  investigated. 

v^ATER  aJPPLISS. 

During  the  year  ten  supplies  have  been  sampled  and  for  this  purpose 
fourteen  .'-ample s  were  submitted  for  analysis. 

Six  of  the  supplies  were  from  shallow;  vi/ells  and  the  remaining  four 
from  two  existing  deep  bores  and  tv’o  new  bores. 

un 

Three  of  the  sliallov;  wells  gave/eati sf actory  test  remits  and  the 
respective  property  owners  were  advised  -  in  one  co.se  to  provide  an  alternative 
supply  or  to  arrange  to  obtain  vruter  for  drinliing  and  cooking  from  a  neighbour' s 
wholesome  supply;  in  another,  to  pump  out,  cleanse  and  refill  the  well  or  to 
accept  the  Water\TOrks  Engineers’  proposals  for  connecting  to  the  public  supply, 
meanwhile  boiling  any  .-/ater  required  for  drinicing  and  cooking  -  in  the  third 
case,  Y/here  pollution  was  intermittent,  a  connection  to  the  Council' s  mains 
supply  v7as  reconimended. 

One  of  the  three  well  supplies  which  gave  a  satisfactory  bacteriological 
result  v;as  found  to  be  unfit  for  infants  under  one  p'-ear  on  account  of  a  high 
nit  rate  co  nt  e  nt . 

Of  the  four  deep  bore  supplies,  one  produced  an  unsatisfactory 
test  result  and  the  ovmer  wu-'*  advised  to  pump  to  v;aste  for  a  time  before  further 
tost  samples  are  talcen. 
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FOOD  (a)  MEiJ  INS?ECTIOK 


Durinrr  the  year  the  Council  iiiade  approaches  to  the  owner  of  the 
largest  slaughte  house  in  the  District  (where  throughput  was  118, 5O0  animals) 
in  an  effort  to  solve  the  problems  which  precluded  achievement  of  IOO70  inspection 
at  these  premises. 


Although  it  proved  impossible  to  arrange  a  substantial  reduction 
of  hours  of  slaughter,  in  consultation  with  the  Regional  Veterinary  Officer 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  the  owner  v.;as  required 
to  carry  out  structural  alterations  and  to  introduce  better  wording  procedures 
in  line  dressing  in  order  to  speed  up  inspection  and  improve  conditions  for  the 
inspection  staff. 


This  temporary  expedient  was  approved  in  view'  of  the  own 
proposal  to  extend  and  modernise  the  premises  to  deal  ■’«ith 
2l,000  pigs,  plus  catte,  in  1965*

So  much  time  has  been  spent  ‘by  the  Council  in  discussion  and  I  have 
¥/ritten  and  said  so  much  in  recent  years  on  this  topic  that  an  apology'’  for 
mpicing  further  comment  Vvould  seem  ap^^ropriate  b'ut  I  feel  it  must  be  stated  yet 
again  that  a  solution  to  the  100,.  inspection  proolem  in  this  District  is  iX)t 
possible  as  the  Repnlations  are  framed  at  present  ii'iless  staff  can  be  found 
(a)  Yjilling  to  work  unreasonable  hours  and  ,(b)  in  .such  numbers  that  an 
unreasonable  ■'::ork-load  w.’ould  not  be  imposed  upon  them,  in  'hich  case  an 
unreasonable  cost  burden  w(ould  fall  upon  the  Council.

(b)  OTHER  EOO^. 

The  practice  of  acceptance  of  voluntc''iy  surrender  of  unfit  foods  has 
been  continued,  where  ap  ^ropriate ,  as  in  previous  years. 

Two  consig-nment s  of  fish  intended  for  school  meals  were  found  to  be 

o 

unfit  for  use  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  defrosting  was  being;  done  overnight  in 
open  sinks  in  warm  kitchens.  Oatisfactoiy  metnods  of  defrosting  have  novj  been 
adopted. 


In  common  with  other  local  authorities  Yje  undertook  active  participation 
in  the  nation~v;ide  hunt  for  certain  brands  of  canned  corneo.  beef  and  tongue  in 
coniiection  with  investigation  into  the  ^iberdeen  typhoid  outbreak,  happily  without 
tracing  any  of  the  suspect  material  within  the  District. 

Proceedings  were  taicen  against  a  grocer,  (under  section  2  .of  the 
Pood  Sz  Drugs  .^ct,  1955,  und  Regulation  7  of  the  Pood  Hygiene  (General) 
Regulations  I960.)  in  respect  of  the  sale  01  a  ham  patty,  the  ingredients  for 
which  had  been  handed  out  to  a  oriv.'te  househf^lder  without  notice. 


The  grocer  was  coiwicted  on  the  beet  ion  2  charge  and  fined  <£10. 
and  tvjo  further  fines  of  £5*  v.’ore  imposed  upon  conviction  on  two  charges  under 
Regulation  7. 

In  adodtion,  the  m,al'Cer  of  the  patty  w’as  convicted  on  charges 
brought  by  a  neighbouring  authority  (in  v/hose  Di  trict  his  premises  y\;ere  situated) 
in  respect  of  the  condition  of  the  premises  and  cooking  equipment  and  in  this  ca£e  a 
fine  of  .£13.  was  imposed. 


In  a  further  case,  proceedings  vjere  pending  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
against  a  balcer,  in  respect  of  (a)  a  foreign  oody  in  a  malt  loaf  and  '^b)  the 
condition  of  his  bakery  premises  and  equipment. 

Investigation  of  a  complaint  concerning  the  condition  of  a  meat  pie 
purchased  from  a  grocery  store  v;as  not  proceeded  with  when  it  was  found  that  the 
complainant  had  stored  the  pie  in  an  unventilated  kitchen  cupboard  for  some  hours 
after  purchase. 
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Investigation  of  a  further  complaint ^  concerning 
the  condition  of  a  frozen  chicken  vjas  discontinued.  \;hen  it  nas  learned  that 
no  portion  of  the  chicken  remained  and  tnat  no  complaint  v?as  m-ade  concerning 
the  condition  of  chickens  of  the  same  batch. 


A  complaint  from  a  grocer  alleging  that  a  leg  of  pork 
purchased  from  a  butcher  7;as  unfit ^  v/as  investigated  and  it  v/as  found  that 
the  meat  had  been  delivered  twent^^-four  hours  before  the  complaint  nas  aiade. 

A  tin  of  salmon,  packed  in  Canada,  vias  found  to  contain 
part  of  a  finger  bandage.  In  this  case  a  letter  of  v;a,rning  -.-as  for\7 aided 
via  the  wholesalers  to  the  importers  pointing  out  that  an  offence  had  been 
committed  and  reguesting  more  rigid  supervision  at  the  packing  establishment. 

(c)  FOOD  P]REIvlIS:C&. 

Routine  inspections  of  food  premises  have  been  carried  out 
on  a  limited  scale  during  the  year  and  improvements  in  prexaises  and  food-handling 
techniques  have  been  effected  as  a  result. 

One  multiple  grocer  has  undertaken  to  rebuild  a  warehouse 
which  at  present  is  below  the  .standard  necessary  for  the  stora^re  of  foodstuffs. 

COLIiSCTIOK  dlD  DISPOSAL  OF  kllJUbE. 


This  service  was  maintained  in  a  reasonably  sati sf actoiy 
manner  although  there  was  more  disruption  of  collection  schedules  than  in  past 
years  owing  to  breakdoym  of  vehicles  and  unnecessarily  long  "off  the  road" 
periods  owing  to  unavailability  of  vehicle  spares. 

An  increase  in  the  use  of  prepackaged  foods  in  countiy 
areas  has  in  recent  years  added  to  the  >.>ulk  of  refuse,  much  of  it  burnable, 
whilst  a  decrease  in  the  use  of  solid  fuel  has  reduced  the  amount  of  asii,  cinder 
and  clinker  which  formerly  assisted  in  consolidation  and  covering  of  the 
putrefactive  content  of  dumps. 

The  construction  of  new  private  dwellings  has  also  continued 
at  a  high  level  with  the  result  that  the  capacity  of  vehicles  is  now  barely 
adequate  for  removal  of  refuse  from  the  collection  areas  they  serve. 

The  eepense  involved  and  the  difilculty  of  finding 
sufficient  material  for  covering  reitise  tips  properly  presents  another 
problem  in  this  service. 

In  the  financial  year  ended  March  1964,  the  cost  of  the 
service  was  below  £6,500^  less  than  a  4d.  r.  te.  This  means  the  the  cost  per 
house  served  t7us  about  22/6d.  for  the  year  and  the  cost  per  bin  collected, 
approximately  6d.  These  costs  compare  more  than  favourably  with  those  of  other 
Districts  but  increasing  demands  on  the  service  have  nov/  brought  the  organisation 
dovm  to  a  "shoe-string"  existence,  needing  drastic  expansion  and  reorganisation 
if  the  job  is  to  be  done  efficiently  and  in  conformity  with  modern  standards. 

It  is  evident  that,  in  course  of  time,  disposal  space 
will  not  be  available  .and  although,  y.dth  this  thought  in  mind,  the  Council  looked 
at  and  rejected,  owing  to  excessive  costs,  the  possibility  of  pulverisation,  a 
future  solution  \yould  seem  to  lie  in  a  joint  scheme  with  neighbouring  authorities 
for  the  provision  of  a  central  pulverisation  plant. 

The  obvious  draw-back  to  such  a  scheme  is  the  cost  of 
long  hauls  to  the  disposal  point,  but  this  would,  to  a  great  extent,  be  offset 
by  the  use  of  large  compression  type  vehicles  and  the  closure  of  numerous  dumps 
at  present  in  use. 

As  a  first  step  towards  solution  of  our  problems  the 
Council  agreed  that  in  the  next  financial  year  one  of  the  larger  vehicles  be 
brour?ht  into  service. 
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Pew  cornplaints  y«/ere  received  concerninp’  deposits  of 
refuse  in  unauthorised  places  but  one  successful  prosecution  was  instituted 
under  Section  76,  Public  Health  Act,  1963,  iu  respect  of  sorting  over  refuse  at 
the  Council's  dump,  for  vjhich  ofi'ence  a  fine  of  £3.  was  imposed, 

COLLECTION  .ID  DISPO^^.^L  OF  NICliT-SOIL, 


This  service  was  maintained  in  a  satisfactory  mamier  during 
the  year  and  -whilst  it  must  be  regarded  as  more  ap.jro prio.,t e  to  the  Victorian 
era  am,,  liable  to  deter  demand  for  village  sewerage  schemes,  there  seems  little 
prospect  of  discontinuance  exceptiiig  in  parishes  whei'e  main  draxnage  is  provided, 

CEISPOQL  EMPTYING-. 

Demanus  on  this  ssrvice  continued  to  be  very  heavy  indeed, 
particularly  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year. 

The  problem  of  adequate  disposal  facilities  at  G-reat  Ellinghain 
sewage  disposal  works  Vv3s  considered  and  instinict ions  given  for  a  scheme  of 
enlargement  and  reconstruction  of  the  -'.-■orks  to  accommodate  the  increased  load. 
This  vi'ork  is  expected  to  cost  over  £8^000.

The  final  section  of  sewer  to  be  takien  over  by  the  Council 
at  Charles  Avenue,  ’vVatton,  vms  inspected  and  approved.
